An  office 
packed  full  of  admissions 
counselors,  financial  aid 
officers,  and  student  account 
workers  reign  the  building.  The 
admissions  process  is  an 
important  part  of  a  student's 
career  that  sometimes  is 
overlooked.  For  ludson  to 
continue  running,  there  must 
be  students  to  attend  our 
school.  This  is  where  the 
admissions  staff  comes  in.

The 
first  enclosed  mall  is  built  in  1956.  In  1992, 
the  Mall  of  America,  the  largest  mall  in  the 
U.S.,  opens  in  Minnesota. 
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
